The telegrnphic news which we publi.shcd 
yesterday to the effect that the government at 
PeUiii had refused to ratify the treaty made 
by Mr. Burlingame with the United States, 
must be received with a great deal of suspi­ 
cion. 
It comes from llong Kong, by the way 
of London, and therefore 
through British 
hands all the way. 
It has the impress of the 
old British parly in China, which has been bit­ 
terly hostile to Mr. Burlingame and his mission 
Irom the first. 
As to all tlie talk about the 
luksion lielng inimical to the Chinese people, it 
is balderdash. 
Tlie parties who make such 
representations mean by the people of China 
tlieinsclves, and perhaps a limited num ber of 
Chinese at Hong Kong and the seaboard towns 
as well. 
And it Is possible that there may be 
lu the empire a considerable party of old Chi­ 
nese tories, wliloh opposes any progress or In­ 
novation. 
But Prince Kung, the enlightened 
statesman, who appointed Mr. 
Burlingame 
and gave him instructions w hat to do, is 
still tho 
Regent of China, and we know 
that 
tho 
government 
there 
Is 
absolute, 
Ht the same time 
that it is paternal in 
character. 
Wo believe 
Mr. Burllngamo is 
too ».ig;»cious to exceed his instruotions or 
to do what would be Inimical to tho govori.- 
ment he represents. 
Indeed, the objection 
made to him hare and in Europe has been tliat 
ho was too much of a Chinaman. 
Then these 
reports are more doubtful when we consider 
that tho treaty with the U nited State» was 
mude fifteen montlts ago and that the text of 
it must have been In the hands of the Chinese 
government a year, or nearly so. 
Would it 
take a year for that government to come to a 
conclusion on such an important m atter? 
Would Mr. Burllngamo Lave been perm itted to 
go on all this time making treaties sim ilar in 
character with (lie Europoan Pow ers ? 
Such 
a supposition is incredible. 
Nor can we be­ 
lieve tho report that the Am erican Minister 
at Pekin, Mr. J. Ross Browne, has expressed 
himself in the m anner stated with regard to 
(he Burlingame mission. 
No m an in his senses 
iu his position would have been guilty of thus 
acting against tbe interests ot his country and 
ths liberal policy inaugurated by the Chinese 
Embassy. 
The whole story has on the face of 
it the stamp of a British canard, emanating 
from tho old opium smugglers afid enemies 
both of the United States and Chinese pro­ 
gress. 
We must regard it with groat sus­ 
picion and wait for further nows before com- 
jUg to a decision.

The great Labor Congress held in Philadel­ 
phia Is certain to inaugurate a series of work­ 
ingmen’s conventions throughout the country. 
One such convention 1» at present holding Its 
session In Boston, and, like the Philadelphia 
Congress, seems inclined to advocate a thor­ 
ough economic reform. 
It professes at the 
outset that it has no connection whatever with 
either of the great political parties. 
Tho reso­ 
lutions proposed are numerous and of a tfaor- 
oiighly m iscellaneous description; some really 
good, but some so utterly extravagant that wo 
have no doubt as to how the good sen.se 
of the delegates 
wHl 
dispose 
of 
them. 
We find, 
for 
instance, 
a 
sweeping 
pro­ 
posal m ade 
to

rid of 
the 
Senate 
and vest all 
authority in

In order to keep the power 
more directly with the people it is proposed 
that every measure of legislation should be 
subjected to the popular vote before becoming 
law. 
A nice muddle that would give us. 
So 
long as these working men address them selves 
to t'ae subject of the rights of labor versus 
capital they may raise their own status and 
add to the general pro»|»crity, but If they take 
the whole general polities of the country in 
hand they may very easily get out of their 
depth. 
yome of tlie points were, however, well 
taken, although perhaps the promovants them­ 
selves are not sufficiently educated to tre a t 
them in their complete comprehensiveness.

The Oxford mon carry tlie palm on 
the Tliaiues. 
It is, therefore, a contest be­ 
tween the recognized best oarsmen on each 
side of the Atlantic,, and henoo it is that It be­ 
comes purely inlernuttonal in its character. 
And honco, also, the event is exciting because 
of tite ¿alional pride involved hi the r.isult. 
I’robably no one will be very much disap­ 
pointed at tliat result, w hatever it may bo, ex­ 
cept those who have money slaked on it—and 
they are legion—but still we feel an interest 
deeper, perhaps, ttian we care to expr..ss in an 
event which touches us all. 
Two weeks ago the bets in England were five 
to one on the Oxford crew.

Alter some d1*cu8sion the amendment was pm to 
a vote and lost, aud then tho resolves were adopted 
nnanlmonsly. 
The Hixiii resolution called out an exciting debate. 
A motion to refer the resolution to the Htate Central 
t 'oiumiltee nrouglit out several delegates, one gen­ 
tleman advocating tha loriuatiun of a new party, and 
others stating that it was the principio of both the 
democratic and republican parties togoiiide up the 
working organizations. The two elcuieula seemed

Uusuiutloiis provid­ 
ing that the more Immediate advuniages of labor- 
saving macniuery should be reaped by those who 
work aud that the ruto of legal liiiort'st siionifi be re- 
duced to tho least possible figure, and one providing 
that the labor of the convicts In prisons and peni­ 
tent larles should be under tho direction and control 
of Its own agent» and not lie put upon the nmrkrt at 
reduced prices, thereby briugiiig if in direct und 
ruiilnoiis cumpetUlun with liuuest toll, were also 
adopted. 
After an hour spent In personal explanations Miss 
Collins withdrew as a member ot tho .Hiaie I’lMtr.u 
Goramitte'.', and N. W. Htoddard, of .NoitU Hudge 
water, was appointed to fill the vacancy. 
The Convention was then addressed by AIUs M. M. 
YValbndge, of Htonehani, and she regnilted tiiai .Miss 
Collins had withdrawn from the Hiate Comuitiioe. 
Tlie cau.sc of the workingmen and women was itieu- 
tlcal, and they must lalwr together politlcall.i. 
Heveral other gentlemen spoke. They did not 
wholly iielleve in lemale suiirage at this time. 
The following Htate CominUtee was announced. In 
addition to the three appointed at large:—District 
No. L H. T. Pratt; No. 2, Hamnel Foster; No. 3, John 
Blaiicimrd; No. 4, Charles .HcClean; No. ft, W. Kld- 
ndgo; No. 6, John Dolaiid; No. 7, David Hrlglit: No, 
8, M. W. McIntosh; No. 9, Albert Clark; No. l9, DavlJ 
Power*. 
It was then moved that tne word “woman’’ be 
sri'lt kcn iroin the name of Ihe .State Labor Iteforra 
puitv. MU» Collins did not deem the uioiion neccs- 
aary'. 
The women would withdraw aud be no lunger 
a burden to tlio workiiigmen. Hhe said the women 
were able Co u k a care ot themselves aud would do 
so. 
The resolution on the subject passed In the morn­ 
ing wus then cousidered and Hie uniciidinent dis­ 
cussed. 
The obuoxiou» word “woman’’ was llually

We touched the other day upon the danger 


which menaces the Tammany oligarchy In, the 
German movements afoot to upset the Irish 
monopoly of the big plums and fat jobs of the 
Wigwam. These hostile Teutonic organiza- 
tions are evidently increasing; and from all 
the signs of the times, with anything like a 
common purpose among the various opposing 
factions, native and German, they may play 
the very deuce with the local arrangements of 
Tammany in our approaching fall elections. 


But Tammany, meantime, is striking for 


higher game than our city spoils and plunder. 
The vote of this city last November, which 
turned the scales of the State in favor of Sey- 
mour and Hofiiaan by majorities which no 
pruning of alleged frauds could reach, was a 
vote -which inspired Tammany with the grand 
idea of assuming the management of the de- 
mocracy of the-whole country. Moreover, the 
manipulations of the National Convention of 
July, 1868, in Tammany Hall, by Seymour and 
his confederates, satisfied the sachems that 
"some things can be done as well as others," 
it not a good deal better. It was thus made 
plain that a few shrewd and bold managing 
men can twist the pliable materials of these 
national conventions into any shape they please. 
Best of all, in this view ot the subject, Tam- 
many has the sinews of war, and for a grand 
purpose can raise a million of money upon a 
day's notice, and without cost to the sachems 
or the party; for any advances made, 
to the extent of a million or two, can be ar- 
ranged in the nest city tax levy, and it can be 
made "all right," even in a republican Legis- 
lature. Who cares for the twaddling mock 
heroics of Greeley on bribery and corruption! 
It is the age of greenbacks. 


It follows, then, that Tammany, having the 


greenbacks, may rise to the control of the 
democratic party of the Union; for the party, 
like every other party, is controlled by its 
managers, and they are controlled by green- 
backs. The field, then, is open to Tammany, 
and ihe sachems are moving to occupy it. The 
election of Hoffman marks a point actually 
gained. 
The next step resolved upon is a 


more active and devoted Tammany man than 
Mr. Belmont as the head of the National 
Democratic Executive Committee. 
The edict 


has been issued, and Mr. Tweed, head 
sachem, has been named as the man required. 
It is the Americus Club against the Manhattan 
Cldb; it is democratic Bourbon against aris- 
tocratic champagne; it is Tweed against 
Belmont; but it ia something more—it is Tam- 
many moving to take the place once held by 
the famous Albany Regency. 
The sachems 


know very well that in the palmy days of 
Jackson and Van Buren a little knot of men, 
with an organ at Albany, known as the 
Eegency, and with the aid of an organ at 
Washington and one at Richmond, were the 
power behind the throne which controlled the 
affairs of the party, its nominations, elections, 
offices 
and jobs, and which regulated the 


order of the succession. 
We all know that 


the Eegency rose to this height of power 
upon a very small cash capital. 
What, then, 


may not Tammany do, with her headquarters 
in New York, and with millions of money at 
her command, and with city spoils in her con- 
trol greater in amount than all the party spoils 
of the United States when Jackson was first 
elected? 


There is, in short, every inducement to 


Tammany to spread her broad mantle over the 
democracy ot the Union and to take a new de- 
parture, in the name of the Empire State, for 
•the succession. She has, too, in Peter Bis- 
marck Sweeny the very man for thia great un- 
dertaking. He is a man of abilities, of edu- 
cation, of broad, practical and sagacious 
views, a liberal and progressive man, of 
modern ideas and up to the demands of the 
age. He is, in fact, the Bismarck of the Wig- 
wam. 
He has done wonderful things for 


Tammany and is competent for still greater 
things. He is absent now in Europe; but he 
will eoon return to look after the business of 
the fait campaign and to prepare the protocol 
of the democratic programme for 1872. Upon 
this great matter we expect he will respond to 
the opinions of John Qnincy Adams, the new- 
democratic leader in Massachusetts; that he

The Chlnesc-Burlin»nme Treaty—Reported 


Rejection of It by the Chlneae Govern. 
meat, 


The telegraphic news which we published 


yesterday to the effect that the government at 
Pekin had refused to ratify the treaty made 
by Mr. Burlingame with the United States, 
must bo received with a great deal of suspi- 
cion. It comes from Hong Kong, by the way 
of London, and therefore through British 
hands all the way. 
It has the impress of the 


old British party in China, whieh has been bit- 
terly hostile to Mr. Burlingame and his mission 
from the first. As to all the talk about the 
mission being inimical to the Chinese people, it 
is balderdash. The parties who make such 
representations mean by the people of China 
themselves, and perhaps a limited number of 
Chinese at Hong Kong and the seaboard towns 
as well. And it is possible that there may be 
in the empire a considerable party of old Chi- 
nese tories, which opposes any progress or in- 
novation. But Prince Kung, the enlightened 
statesman, who appointed Mr. Burlingame 
and gave him instructions what to do, is 
still the Eegeat of China, and we know 
that the 
government there is absolute, 


at the same time that it is paternal in 
character. We bel'-eve Mr. Burlingame is 
too sagacious to exceed his instructions or 
to do what would -be inimical to the govern- 
ment he represents. 
Indeed, the objection 


made to him, here and in Europe has been that 
he was too much of a Chinaman.' Then these 
reports are more doubtful when we consider 
that the treaty with the United States was 
made fifteen months ago and that the text of 
it must have been in the hands of the Chinese 
government a year, or nearly so. Would it 
take a year for that government to come to a 
conclusion on such an important matter? 
Would Mr. Burlingame have been permitted to 
go on alHhis time making treaties similar in 
character with the European Powers? 
Such 


a supposition is incredible. Nor can we be- 
lieve the report that the American Minister 
at Pekm, Mr. J. Ross Browne, has expressed 
himself in the manner stated with regard to 
the Burlingame mission. No man in his senses 
in his position would have been guilty of thus 
acting against the interests of his country and 
the liberal policy inaugurated by the Chinese 
Embassy. The whole story has on the face of 
it the stamp of 3 British canard, emanating 
from the old opium smugglers and enemies 
both of the United States and Chinese pro- 
gress. 
We must regard it with great sus- 


picion and wait for further news before com- 
jng to a decision. 


aiasaaclrasetts Labor Reform Convention. 


The great Labor Ooagr^s held in Philadel- 


phia is certain to inaugurate a series of work- 
ragmen's conventions throughout the country. 
One such convention is at present holding its 
session in Boston, and, like the Philadelphia 
Congress, seems inclined to advocate a thor- 
ough economic reform. 
It professes at the 


outset that it has no connection whatever with 
either of the great political parties. The reso- 
lutions proposed are numerous and of a thor- 
oughly miscellaneous description; some really 
good, but some so utterly extravagant that we 
have no doubt as to how the good sense 
of the delegates will dispose of 
them.

At five o'clock this afternoon the great inter- 


national boat race between the crews of Har- 
vard University and Oxford University will 
take place on the Thames, the course being 
from Putney to Mortlake. Considerable ex- 
citement has existed for some time past as to 
the issue of thia friendly contest between the 
boae and sinew, the skill and mastership of 
the oar of the two universities. The Harvard 
crew are the champion oarsmen in American 
waters. The Oxford men carry the palm on 
the Thames. It is, therefore, a contest be- 
tween the recognized best oarsmen on each 
side of the Atlantic, and hence it is that it be- 
comes purely international in its character. 
And hence, also, the event is exciting because 
of the national pride involved in the result. 
Probably no one will be very much disap- 
pointed at that result, whatever it may be, ex- 
cept those who have money staked on it—and 
they are legion—but still we feel an interest 
deeper, perhaps, than we care to express in an 
event which touches us all.

MOVEMENTS OF THE PBESIDENr. 


Tiie Presidential Journey from Newport, K. t, 


t» Concord, N. Il.-lncidontnl Beceptiorig at 
Nashua and MttnoUester-The lleceptlon at 
Concord. 


CONCORD, N. H., August 25,'1809. 


The journey of the President to-day ftom Newport 


to this capital city of the Granite State was another 
of that series of popular expressions of devotion 
which have everywhere attended His movements 
among his fellow citizens. 


At half-past nine o'clocx this morning the Presi- 


dent, Mrs. Grant, her two children, General Porter 
and Mr. Boutwetl, Secretary of the Treasury, reached 
the depot at Newport, accompanied by Senator Mor- 
gan and lady and Mr. T. Coggeahall. At the train 
was Colonel C. H. Bell, of tne staff of the Governor 
of isew Hampshire, ready to escort thepari;y-to o»a- 
cora. 


After a pleasant ride of two hours along the .Una 


of the Old Colony and Newport Railway, In constant 
view ot beautiful fields and water scenery, tae traia 
arrived at Boston. The President was received at 
the depot by Governor Steams, of New Hampshire, 
who escorted the party to carriages in waiting out- 
side. Here Attorney General Hoar joined tee "Pre- 
sident, and also Major Morrtsey, sergeant-at-Arnu ot 
the legislature of Massachusetts. 
At the Boston 


depot there was a large crowd collected, bnt wild 
the usual decorum of the citizens of the "Hab" and 
the gentlemanly discipline of the police, there was 
no confusion whatever. Taking the carriages, the 
Presidential party drove to tfae Concord depot. 
Here another special tram was In readiness, WJiicft 
at once took its departure. The party wa& now 
reinforced by General Israel Hunt, GUman Scrieture. 
Daniel L. Eicnardson, of Lowell, brother to the 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, and John B,

The Knights Templars of Mount Horeb Commandery. 
acting as escort, took the head of the column, fol- 
lowing the city band. After the Knlghta, who were 
in the full marching reealia or their order, came Uio 
President, with Governor Stearns, seated In a car- 
riage drawn by four horses. The remainder of tua 
party came after without special regard to outcUI 
rank. 


Arriving in front or the State Honse the party left 
the carriages, and by twos marched up the broad 
granite walk which led to the main entrance of tha 
building. Ac the foot of the broad seeps leading to 
the mam partico the Knights Templars were drawn 
up in two Hues, and as the President passed saluted 
in due and ancient form. 


After a few minutes' respite, by way of a breathing 
spell, from the portico of the State Honse, Governor 
Stearns, on behalf of the State, welcomed the Presi- 
dent to the State of New Hampshire in a brief but 
appropriate speech. He then introduced the Secre- 
tary ol State or the State of New Hampshire, J. B. 
Lyman; state Treasurer Peter Sauborn. Kev. Dr. 
Bouton, Mr. Ordway, Senreant-at-Arms of the Houaa 
or Representatives or tne United States; Isaac A. 
Hill, City Marshal picking and General Head. 
Major Stevens, of Concord, then stepped up and re- 
newed the welcome of the President, this time to th» 
city of Concord.

The Knights Templars now led off and were fol- 
lowed by tha crowd, passing np one end of tha 
portico and out at the other. After aa tour thus 
spent in receiving the populace the President, in 
company with. Governor Steams. Secretary Bont- 
well, Attorney General Hoar and General Porter re- 
paired to the gubernatorial residence. *ns Presi- 
dent dined with Governor Stearns and some frleuda 
at six o'clock. At eight o'clock a number of tho 
leading citizens called, paying their respects and 
almost immediately retiring. The day's proceedings 
have certainly been very Interesting, and the Presi- 
dent must reel that he has the best wishes of tha 
people with him, watchful of his success and Happi- 
ness as their Chief Maglitraie.

If taejinformation i got this evening be reliable 


Mi. Feabody's donation or $00,000 to General Lee's 
college to endow a professorship is likely to be of 
little use to that institution. T&e interest, which is 
only $3,600 per annum, was intended to pay tlie pro- 
fessor, and $600 to go to tins library yearly. It 
appears that in 1854, while tha Virginia and Ten- 
nesjee Railroad was being built, the State issued 
two or three millions of coupon bonds. Selden, 
Withers & Co., bankers, of Washington, were ap- 
pointed agents for their sale, and they appointed 
James Scatter, of Sew York, aa then sub- 
agent. 
Daring a financial pressure Selien,

noon themselves 
the 


responsibility ot hypothecating several hundred 
thousand dollars of these bonds with Baring 
* Brothers and Peabody & Co., of London, 
with Soutter i Co, ol New Tork, and perhaps 
other bankers. Soon after this Selflen, Witners <fc 
Co failed and maaa an assignment of all their pro- 
perty to pay their debts, leaving out the State of 
Virginia. Peabody & Go. had then in their posses- 
sion $108,000 of these bonds.

The Labor Reform Convention reassembled at nine 


o'clock, Vice President Pratt in the chair The first 
business was the motion to appoint a committee of 
seven for the purpose of presenting the organization 
of a State Labor Union for facilitating united action, 
independent of all political parties, 


An amendment was offered by Mr. SeJ»CER that 


a committee of three be substituted, who should be 
vested trith power to call a convention In this State 
whenever they should deem it expedient. 


Mr. OETIS hoped that tue original question wonld 


pass, and he made an earnest appeal to take some 
action looking towards immediate organization. 
The labor party demanded it. 


MissJavMB Cowans followed, stating, the object 


Of the Convention, which she said was solely for the 
benefit of workingmen. it was difficult for work- 
Ingmen to meet and control their affaus without 
outside Influence ot those who were anxious to talk 
and wonld talk on any subject. She hoped ttiey 
would bear this in mind in the present gathering, 
and look on all these questions in a croper spirit. 
She said that capital was not opposed to labor, and 
neither was labor opposed to capital. " 


The previous question was called, and after a short 


time it was voted to appoint-a State Central Com- 
mittee of tbree. The committee was then appointed, 
as follows —H. 'K Pedrick, s. P. Crfmmlngs and 
Kiss jenme Collins 
Mr. Cp&HDtGS moved that the committee be en- 
larged by the addition of seven, IE was moved to 
amend this by adding a representative front each. 
Congressional district, which was earned. 
A motion was made so tnat tbe titie. of tnis Con- 
vention should,read "Worlungmen,and Workmgwo- 
mea's Convention," and after some debate this 
amendment was adopted. 


Miss COLLINS made afew earnest remarks, saylns 
tnat lor every 600 men in the State there were Too 
women who received one dollar a- day when the 
former received three They were the masses, and 
if the Bonvention intended to do anything forsthem 
women must not be ignored.

Sev 
oral delegates wanted the resolution amended by 
making tne number of hours eight instead of ten. 
It was held that the government had adopted clriit 
hours as a full day, and that by flxinff the number 
of hours at ten we should array against us the 
large class of srovernmeut operatives who, by the 
very nature of their circumstances, coma not agree 
to Increase tne hoars of their day's wore. Many of 
the delegates spoke iu favor or against it. 


Alter some discussion the amendment was put to 
a vote and lost, and then the resolves were adopted 
unanimously. 


The sixth resolution called ont an exciting debate 
A motion to refer tne resolution to the State Central 
Committee Drought out several delegates, one gen 
ticmaa ad vocattng the formation of a new party, ana 
others stating that it was the principle of both the 
democratic and republican parties to gobble an the 
working organizations. The two elements seamed 
to be about equally divided. 


The mends of. the resolution claimed that they 
coma not rely upon either of the existing political 
parties, and it would be for their interest to go it 
alone, while others thought the establishment of a 
third party was sure to fail. 


The motion to refer the resolution to a future con- 
vention was lost, bat, on motion or Mr. Cununings 
the resolution was amended by substituting the word 
"Independent" for "Wortragmen's" Conventton,4u 
he first pare of the resolution, and the resolution 
with tne amendment, was adopted. 


The seventh, resolution, was unaulmouslv adopted 
and the Convention took a recess. 


AFTERNOON SE3SIOK. 


On the reassembling of the Convention a resolu- 
tion was adopted that all nroper means should be 
used to prevent introduction by capitalists of coolie 
labor lor the purpose of reducing the wages of 
honest mechanics and pauperizing tne working men 
and women of Massachusetts. Resolutions, iprovid 
ing that the more immediate advantages of labor- 
saving machinery biiouiii be reaped by those who 
work and that tne rate or legal interest should be re- 
duced to the least possible Ugure, and one providing 
that the labor of the convicts in prisons and pent 
teutlarles should be nnder the direction and control 
of its own agents and not be pot upon the market ac 
reduced prices, thereby bringing it in direct and 
runinous competition with honest toll, were also 
adopted. 


After an hour spent in personal explanations Miss 


Collma withdrew as a member of the State Centra 
Committee, and K. W. Stoddard, of Korth Bridge 
water, was appointed to flll the vacancy. 


The Convention was then addressed by Miss 4L jr. 
Waibndge, or Stoneham, and she reeretted that Miss 
Collins haa withdrawn from the smte Committee. 
The cause of the workingmen and women was Iden- 
tical, and they must labor together politically. 
Several other gentlemen spoke. They did not 
wholly believe In female snflrage at this time. 
Tne following State Committee was announced in 
addmin to the three appointed at large.— District 
No. 1, S. T. Pratt: No. 2, samuel Foster, No. 3, John 
Btanchard; No. 4, Charles McClean.; No. 5, w Eld- 
ridge; *co.

Powers. 
It was then moved that tne word "woman" be 
stricken from the name of the State Labor Reform 
party. Miss Collins did not deem the motion neces- 
sary.

30. 


TH& resolution on the subject passed m the. morn- 
ing was then, considered and the amendment dig- 
cnssed. The obnoxious word "woman" was flnallr 
stricken ont by a large majority.

ESCAPE 
THE T3JIBS. 


T&e Neira Tiring to Getting Th?ongli a Knot 


Hole— A Burglar Squeezes Throngi a Six 
Ineli Apertare, Scales a»Forty Foot Wall and 
Takes a. Midnight SJrolI to Farts Unknown. 
Sensational dramas abound in marvellous escapes 


from marvellously high prisons, for Uryaut, as Shaun 
the Post, for instance, bursts asunder the bars,of his 
prison cell and does some tall climbing up an ivy 
covered wall. 
ThrilUngiy exciting as are these 


scenic illusions, the fact that they are Illusions is 
not quite banisned from the mind. A case In which. 
the Teal exceeds the utmost limit of the dramatic 
occurred after midnight on Wednesday, at the 
Tombs. A burglar, tired of his "durance vile, "made 
his exit out of a cell on the upper tier of the 
prison and the most marvellous thing of all made 
this exit through an aperture only six inches in 
wKlth. We give tne facts as recited by the vigilant 
custodians of the prison — 
James Burns, arrested on July 28 OB a charge of 
committing a burglary at No. 163 Beekman streeS, 
as reported in uie HERALD at the time, and fully 
committed by Judge Mogau for trial at the Court of 
General Sessions, was assigned to cell No 121, which, 
is situated on tha fourth or npper corridor at the 
southwest corner of me male prison. He was here 
waiting his trial owing to the multiplicity of prison- 
ers at present confined m the prison, which uansual 
multiplicity ia mainly the result of tuere having been 
no trials at the Court of General Sessions daring the 
past month, the Recorder and City Judge being ab- 
sent recruiting their exhausted energies at the sea- 
shore watering places. Anooher prisoner, Win. 
Ranahan, incarcerated on a charge of petty larceny, 
was given quarters in the same cell. ThlsBananau, 
however, professes to be entirely isrnorant of Barns' 
preliminary preparations for escapiag, as also the 
escape itself, a statement which, as our recital pro- 
ceeds—and assuming the facts to be true— will seem 
rather incrediole. In the first, place, then, according 
to the evidence now siiown m tuo warden's oSlce, 
Bnrns-tujrems blanket low shreds, which he plaited 
Into a rope. This rope, winch be made some thirty 
feet lone, is Ingeniously and strongly made 
ft 
womd »mot pass muster on a man-of-war's deck, 
but 
colled up on tha floor of the War- 
den's 
office 
it would readily pass for an 
ordinary two-Inch rope. The ne^t thing was to 
reach the aperture in tne cell. About nine feet la the 
height of the cell, and this aperture is near tue cell- 
ing. Wrenching from its place on the opposite wall 
a board extending the width of the cell he jammed 
it in between the walls under the aperture. Here 
was a Dlatfonn upon which to stand. Fastening one 
end of the rope to the bedstead, the great and chief 
obstacle was to get out of the aperture. To show 
the difficult nature of this obstacle we will describe 
this aperture. It is noiiiluir more or less than a ven- 
tilating hole In the side of the cell, a slit or porthole 
twenty-eight inches long, the length being parallel 
with the ceiling and six indies wide. It IE cut into 
the solid granite block so as to allow no enlargement 
without difficult, prolonged and stalled appliances 
of the masonic art. liut — at least so say the 
prison guardians — he got his body tnrongh 
this aperture. "The rest was easy. His rope was 
strong and trusty. His nerves wero strong, and 
stillness aud caution in descent were all that were 
required to breathe the air ol Ireedotn agaio. Lowei- 
ing himself to the female prison, which at this end 
connects with the lower part of the male prison, he 
thence climbed np the outer wall of the'prlson, an 
affair of climbing by the way much easier said than 
done, and then again fastening the rope let himself 
down outside the wall into Elm street. In carrying 
out this iattor part of the programme all that was 
necessary was to avoid policemen, which it seems 
he easily and euccessf ully accomplished. Burns is 
twenty-six years of age, and a man of average size. 
Now that he has regained his freedom the 
probability Is that he will "hide his diminished 
head," a tact to be taken literally and not otherwise 
after the tacts we have detailed above, where he will 
not be likely to be very soon disturbed by the officials 
of justice. 
Since the occupancy of the Tombs as a city pri- 
son there has been one escape, and only one Ifke 
that recorded above. This was the escape of William 
Schmidt alias Echman, imprisoned on a charge 
of burglary. Mentor, the murderer,' was an occu- 
pant of the same cell and planned the escape, bat 
he could not get througa tho hole, aad had to re- 
main behind while his more fortunate companion 
got away.

The recent account published In ths HBEAW> of 


the arrest In this city and temporary committal of 
H. A. Hard, alias Flood, and the brothers Christian 
and Charles Start, on a charge of bemg Implicated 
in late burglaries committed in Berkshire county, 
Mass., as also discovery here and identification of 
'gome of the stolen goods has incited other victims 
ef these depredatory visitors to loot after some of 
their missing property. Mr. Benjamin F. Mather, of » 
Wflliamstown, Mass., came here yesterday In the 
hopes of finding some clue to about $100 worth of 
boots and shoes stolen from his etore on the 21st of 
last July. Under the guidance or detective Field he 
soon fotmd.hls goods at the boot and shoe store No. 
454 East Fifteenth street, iept by the brothers Start 
at the time of their arrest. 


The above discovery made by Mr.- Mather led 


to his appearance yesterday afternoon before Judge 
Eogan M the Tombs as complainant against the 
parties already named. He made an affidavit set- 
ting forth the robbery of his place and finding and 
identification of the stolen eooas at No. 454 East 
Fifteenth street Detective Field also made an affi- 
davit that tne goods so identified by Mr. Mather, 
consisting of a piece of cloth, eleven pairs of boots and 
sixty-five pairs of shoes, were In the Brothers Start's 
store at this place at the time of their late arrest. 
The prisoners, who were brought from their ceils ia 
the prison before the Judge, pleaded not guilty to 
the charge, after which they were remanded to 
prison, the examination in the case being sec down 
lor ten o'ciocK this morning.

The affairs in the Interior absorb the attention of 


the public mind, both among Cubans and Spaniards. 
Another mall steamer has arrived from Spain, but 
without any troops, nor are any more expected for 
some time. Nothing is BO much talked about as the 
necessity of sending at least a portion ot the volun- 
teers to the country. These pretend that they never 
enlisted to go to the field, bat for the object of de- 
fending this city alone. At tne instance, however, 
of the Captain General, the cltiien soldiers find them- 
selves pretty mnch compromised, and they have 
Had to come to the resolution to leave, if not to "the 
seat of war," at least to garrison some of the points 
IntneVueltaAbajo. It was half determined that 
the First battalion was to proceed northwlse to 
cover rinar del Bio, and that another battalion was 
to leave and cover the southern part of tlie coast, 
botHbelagreiiwed every month by the other bat- 
talions successively, and thus enabling the regular 
troops to be distributed In detachments throughout 
the country. Bat while the volunteers were about 
getting read; reports came in successively from 
more than one point In the Vuelta Abajo that the in- 
surrection was moving in that direction. There 
have been demonstrations of a rising both In Conso- 
lation del Snr and in Consolacioa del Norte. It la 
said that a party of 300 insurgents overrun that 
locality—the same which appeared recently on the 
plantation Flora, near Caadelaria, Inviting the ne- 
groes of tne estate to join their band. Some of them 
did do so, while the others were prevented by the 
whites on the estate. Several citizens have been ar- 
rested In, consequence, merely on suspicion. In 
Corral Falso de Macnrjgei, jurisdiction of Colon, a 
large party of Insurgents, tue number of which is 
variously stated from 300 to 1,000 men, appeared on 
Tuesday last, and as the force there was quite in- 
adequate the Lieutenant Governor dared not expose 
It to an unequal encounter. So far the insurgents 
do not appear to have gone to further lengths thaa 
sacking oae or more of tne Spanish, ttendas or coun- 
try stores, but their appearance there has created 
considerable alarm among the wealthy Spanish 
planters residing here, wno own extensive estates in 
those districts. The restarts that the troops in the 
Vuelta Abajo cannot now be removed from that ju- 
risdiction, and consequently cue volunteers, not 
bemg needed there, can remain here. 
It is given out that great altercations have taken 
place between the Political Secretary and aa editor 
olla vox Oe Cutxi, because it was s^ud that the 
Captain General wanted to arm the townspeople if 
the volunteers resisted the invitation to go to the 
campaign. In the meantime General ftodas has de 
termmed personally to get nearer than he \v as to 
the scene of the threatened rising, and his Excel- 
lency went by the Matanzas tram of yesterday morn- 
ing, alone with the volunteer company called 'the 
Captain General s Guides." 
The movements in Jagucy Grande appear to have 
extended throughout the jurisdiction. In Mac igua 
an insurgent camp has been established, on the ha- 
cienda Marabou, which can be descried irom Colon, 
and IB at the end of the railway track at Cardenas 
Colonel Araoz has twice gone out to ngut tue itisor 
goats, but he reports that none were discovered on 
his way. The theatre of war having commenced In 
the Western department, it now remains to be seau 
what his Excellency the Captain General may deter- 
mine, from MiUan/a3. it is not improbable that he 
may also visit Cardenas 
The official war reports that have recently ap 
Beared m the Gazette are limited to the following — 
"jj. telegram from the commandant of Santa Clara 
says, between the fltn and 12th, the columns of 
Colonel Anas and the ^ asconeados. reconnoitreu 
Cuchilla de Maja, Mamoncillo and Bancho capitan, 
by pathways never before traversed by Spanish 
troops, where the rebel chief Cabada had his en 
cempments, and the insurrects of Cineo Mllas 
held

A communication from the 
same officer, dated the Wth, says —"Lieutenant 
Colonel Laquidam encountered a rebel parcy on the 
farm of Juan Bodrignez, the enemy escaping 
Only 
fonr were wounded in the Bwaraps and twelve 
horses captured " 
From Cuban sources we glean the following — 
The convoy which Colonel Bencgasi -n as 101.105 to 
Tunas, considered as the last hope of that gatnson, 
not only met with determined opposition lrom tue 
insurgents, but the troops were completely dis- 
persed. The same accounts say that uiQcera state 
that poor Benegasi after this defeat, and ma lit of 
despondency, blew his brains out. This part of the 
report your correspondent is little disposed to 
credit. The convoy was represented to bs of some 
Importance and the whole appears to have fallen 
into the hands of the insurgents 
Fiom lUtanzas they report that there 13 a gieat 
deal of insubordination among the negroes pn the 
plantations m that district and that all tue meas- 
ures of precautions taken by Irtving the estates 
guarded by soldiers, volunteers antl others from 
rebel attacks is only J pretext to prevent a rising 
among the negroes. 
A brother of one of the victims of Palacios is aald 
to be concealed here, airald of being murdered for 
having supplicated General Rodas to investigate 
that horrible massacre aud demand condign justice 
on, the perpetrators. The General, It is stated, or 
dered an Immediate process of prosecution to be in- 
stituted, and in the meantime sent the officer uuder 
arrest to Spain. "Retribution" might have desired 
for something more; but General Rodas may, in his 
wisdom, have strong reasons to get tills scandalous 
affair hushed np—the more so as it was committed 
in violation of his own proclamation. 
There is a rumor about town to the effect that 
General Rodas has the Intention of sooner or later 
fiuppressing the Casino lispaool, as a political club, 
and not, as was pretended, a society of recreation. 
Ihis society has now, it is said, about 6,000 mem- 
bers, of course all Spaniards, at» quota of two dol- 
lars each per month; it is stated that with said funds 
they intend to sustain those politics that may come 
under discussion and their control. 
The skipper of a coaster from Cardenas report* 
having met a very large steamer in a direction par- 
allel with and near the coast, with a considerable 
number of men aboard, and to all appearances at- 
tempting to make a landing. 
Every posslblo measure of severity seems to Da 
resorted to by the authorities here to prevent people 
from leaving for the United States.

CircnmMances Attending the Capture of Jefler* 


son Davis—Letter from John II. Reaean, ex. 
Confederate Postmaster General.

PJOBSTJ^E, Texas, August 10, isw. 


To THE GAI.TESTON NEWS:— 
I find tbe following passages In what purport* ta 
be a speech delivered in the Corvention of Texas oa 
the 6th of January, 1869, by Jud^e L, D. Evans, nn- 
der the heading, in targe letters, 


"THBV W*NT -AN EMPIRE." 
"On the fail of Richmond, Je,ferM>n Davis started 
toe Confederate treasury (westward, deluding him- 
self with the dream of a trans-Mississippi empire. I 
asked his Postmaster General, Mr. Reagan, how it 
was that the Tresident or their Confederacy should 
be caught with bis baggage wagons In ihs 
awKwara plight of being uudet his wile's cloak. 
He informed me that Davis nad 
left 
hia 
trains and struck, for the Seaboard, when, after a 
day's ride, hearing tnat tne confederate forces 
had disbanded, and would probaoly endanger the 
safety of his family, he returned. I suspect that 
Davis reared more for the safety of his Confederate 
treasury, which he hoped to get safety rato .Texas, 
where, had Magruaer oeen able to keep his arm» 
together, a nucleus for the material of war would 
have enabled him to commits the struggle." 
The speech containing these passages was exten- 
sively circulated througn Texas last spring, and was 
sent to mvself and others here. I then intended to 
call attention to the errors in ihe above paragraphs, 
but, in the huny of business, neglected to do so. A 
new batch of these speeches'S now being circulated 
througa the State, and I am favored with a second 
crop. On the first paragraph of the above I have 
only to say that oa the fall of Richmond President 
Davis did not start -'deluding himself with the dream 
of a trans-M!SS,«sippi empire." He left KlchmoniE 
with the hope 01 uniting the armies of Generals Lee 
ana Johnston, ana with tbe further hope, after this 
should be done, of meeting and defeating tba 
armies of Generals Sheridan and Grant beiore 
they 
comd form 
a junction; or, 
If this 
coaia not i» dons, of oc^opiing the first gooS 
deiensrve line whtoh might De chosen after 
tbe 
junction of the forces or Generals Lee and Jonn 
ston. Desperate as the fortunes of war then were 
for tue confederacy, he had nut abandoned the hops 
of carrying on the strt ggle ease of the Mississippi, 
On the second paragraph I nave to gay that Mr. Da\ie 
and his Caou.ct and stiff oolcers lett their baggage 
wagon and all their personal bazgage, excej>t sncH 
as each luok for himseii in h.s saddle Bags at Abbe- 
ville, S. C. Ihe tram wtucb, earned such supples «a 
were taken from tnat to u asumgion. Go., and what 
funds still lemained In the confederate Treasury was 
under the escort of the few remaining cavalry troops. 
And this tram went no further than the latter place. 
Some dajs after leaving VVaaiiinirton, Mr. Uavis Wii* 
ujptared in the southern part of that State. Whim 
at Danville, \a., he learned ol tlie surrender ol Gen- 
eral Lee, and fchortl/ a^ter he left Charlotte, >t. 0., he 
learned of tne surrenoei ol General Johnston. So it 
is seen he was not "caught with his baggaga 
wagons," that he had long beiore known of the sur- 
render of the armies in that part of the confederacy; 
ihat he nad no tram to retum to, and that he did not 
tuen, for the lira!, time, learn of the uisbandingorthe 
Confederate HJICCS as the inducement to his return 
to his tram". 
1 have not seen Judge Evans since November, 1868. 
and do not remember or believe that he ever asked ins 
the question he puts in this paragraph. And I am 
sure l could not nave made bini the answer he puts 
in my month, lor it wouid have been untrue in fact- 
Mr. Davis' family left Richmond in March, pertiaps 
in the early part of that month 
Richmond was 
evacuated on the 2d of April. He did not see his fauiiu 
after they Jelt llichmond, until a little before day., 
light on the 7th of May, when he, happening to hear 
ot them, and that they were in serious danger, ac- 
companied by a le\r faltnrul irienda bad gone to 
tLcir relief. He and those fnends travelled with his 
family tnat day, aud camped w itli mem that night. 
Ihe ne^t morning they separated, but irom rnacon» 
rate imarmation as to roads, were again by accident 
thiown togctner in the evening, and camped to- 
gether that mgur, traveled togemer tae next day, 
aud were capiurea at daj light the, nuxt mornlue 
tbe 10th of May As he haa not previously seen utx 
lamily arter they lett itlclimoud, there was no re- 
turning to them 


On the third paragraph I have to say that Judgs 
Evans' suspicions tnat Air. Davia feared more lor 
the safety of his Couiederate ireasury than forh'a 
family, is mere mcuuil speculation, without tbe sup- 
port of facts. Ihe Couicjcrate treasure at Wash* 
ington, Ga., consisted, as nas supposed, of some 
$8puoo ia (tola, some «uo,oju or $15,000 in silvee 
com, about the same amount in silver bullion, and 
between $600,000 and »7ou,t)JO in Confederate Trea- 
sury notes. The silver coin was paid to tue troop* 
who ivere there, 89 much to eaui man and officer, 
without refeience to rank, as it was too bulky ana 
inconvenient, under tue circumstances which sur- 
rounded us, ro be sateiy transported to our deposi- 
tories at*Bermuda, Nassau or Liverpool, For the 
same reason, the silver bullion was tarned over ta 
a Major Moaes, of the Commissary Department, aad 
was left at \\ usblngton in an ordinary wareltoese. 
The jrold was placed In the hands of two officers 
of the Confederate kavy, then tnere, with Instruc- 
tion to convey It, as soon as this could safely bo 
done, to one of the depositories above named- 
While W piifaon I caw statements in the New Yora 
papers that amounts of gold aud silver bullion cor- 
responding with the above had been captured by 
the federal foices. Beiore leaving Washington $• 
directed the Acting Treasurer to burn the Coufede* 
rate Treasury notes above named, in tha present a 
of the teuretary of War, General Sreckmildge and 
myself. 
Mr. Davis was captured nearly a weet after thta 
In Southern Georgia, and, tueretore, Judge Evans" 
auspicious ths.1 he cured mote foi this treasure UUQ 
lor his family are as baseless in truth as they are nn> 
manly and ungeneious In mlerenee. 
Ihese passages m that speech seem to have been 
an awkwora attempt In this modified form to revive 
tne exploded story of Mr. David being captured in 
female ature, with bacs of gold upon him, invented 
and used at first to eicite against mm feelings of 
ridicule and contempt, and now, after the lapse ot 
nearly four years, revived in 3exos and pressed Into 
service lor the purpose of arousing unjust suspicions 
against former Confederates, aud to be used as a 
means of showing to tne people of ieias that they 
ought to divide the present suite into several iq 
order to guard against the designs attributed bjf 
Judge Evans to Jlr Davis and others, at the time ui 
the fall of Richmond, ot a desire to establish a trans- 
Mississippi empire. If the facts presented by Judge 
Evans foi this purpose are ludicrous, what must ua 
thought of his logic, ana of hia lespect for the Intel- 
llgenui of tue body he was addressing, and of the 
people 10 whom this speech is sent ?

Toe gnbject of the claims made and to be made by 


American cilifeus astatnst the government of Mexico 
and the bearing aa affecting the future or this conn- 


. try, is one which Has alarmed its thinking men and 


which has already excited borne pointed editorials 
jn the press. It is charged that two methods will be 
resorted to in order to secure tlie suceessfnl and 2nal 
«imming up of claims on the part ortue United States 
to the amount of many millions. First, by insisting 
spon a strict construction or articles 2 and 3 
«fthe Gadsden treaty and contending that thereby 
all obligations of the United States to Mexican 
citizens, which were Incurred by virtue of article 
11 of the .Qnadalupe treaty, hare oeen cancel- 
led. Such a ruling by tue commission would result 
probably in a large balance In favor of American cre- 
ditors, as mere" are iMfttmn Of the above nature run- 
nine back to the time o' the Guadalupa treaty 
amounting to many millions of dollars. Second, oy 
maaufactuiing and sustaining claims, or bolstering 
toy extemporized testimony weak ones. The follow- 
ing are tne articles referred to. Article 11 of the 
Goadalapc treaty says:— 


Considering that a great part of the territories wbich by 
the present treaty are to be comprehended for tie •falnre 
within the hmits of the United States la now occupied by 
«uv»se tribes, who will hereafter b« under the exdnsive con- 
&>«*> or the United State*, and whose rocorsions wttnin tho 
teirtloryof Mexico woold he prejudicial in-the extreme, it IB 
tulemniy agreed that all such incursions shall be forcibly re- 
ztralned brthe government of the Patted Stales whensoever 
•tola may be necessary, and that when they cannot be pre- 
wited they shall be punished bj-the saidsoTernment, and 
the satlsfactlon/or. the same shall be exacted, all ID the eame 
way and "with equal diligence and -energy as if the eame 
iDcnrslona were meditated or committed within its own ter- 
ritory against Its own citizens. 


The Gadsden treaty, article 2, reads:— 
The government of JCeilco hereby re'eases the United 
fiiates from all liability on account of the obligations COD 
talned in the eleventh article of the treatv of Guadaliroe-Hi- 
4olgo; and tie said article and the thirty-third article of the 
treaty of amitv; commerce and navigation between the 
TJnited States of tme'rca and the United Mexican States, 
concluded at Slerico on the nfth day of April, 1S31, ar*» here 
by abrogated. 
Axaaix 3. In consideration of the foregoing stipulations, 
the government of the United States a«jrees-to par to the gov- 
ernment of Mexico, ta -the city of New York, the snm of ten 
millions of dollars, ot wLich seven millions shall be paid im- 
mediately npon the exchange of the ratifications of this 
w&ity, and the remaining three millions as soon as the boun 
tary line Eball be Buzrejed, marked* and established. 


With reference to the position which may be taken 


By the commission on the subject of the claims of 
Mexicans against the United States for depreda- 
nons committed by Indians en the frontier, notliinsr 
is Known here as yet, although it is supposed that 
their admission mil be demanded by the claimants. 
It is reported that Hon. Mr. Corwin, while here, 
trecfy expressed it as his opinion— and many dls- 
tm,juished Mexicans profess to so understand the 
treaties— that the $10,000,000 mentioned in article 
3 was pa'd by the government of*he United btates 
to Mexico, simply as si consideration lor the agree- 
ment on the part of Mexico to the new treaty 01 
Gadsdcn, in which the United States was no longer

theory oe not sustained, then clearly tne Mexicans

Gadsden will make their demands at the door of the 
Kexlcan Treasury.

One of the newspapers Of this capital even accopes 


the Cabinet of seeking to continue its members in 
Bower "against the will of the people/' by cunningly 
ulsconracing the renewal of relations with European 
powers; winning the friendship and possibly the 
interference of the United states, by exhibiting "a 
determination to recognize all lands of American 
claims, -whatever mav be their origin." The same 
/paper attacks the treaty and Air. Romero, accusing 
the latterof striking a deadly blow at their nation- 
ality, byalgainga treaty which transforms a large 
debt due "harmless individuals into a still greater 
one due a powerful and exacting nation and neigh- 
bor. The enemies of Mr. Romero, combined with. 
(hose who are seeking nis official chair, are snre to 
allow no opportunity to escape them to misrepre- 
sent Ann and blacken Ins character. Belore tne 
commission closes Its sittings many discoveries will 
l>e made and many actions well ventilated. 


Mr.-McanoVaWes thinks he has discovered how 
combinations are made up and what is proposed to 
oe done.

We have already presented the 
reasons on which we lave based the belief that the IntemiD- 
tion of relations with the principal nations of Europe causes 
American influence to preponderate on our soil, endangerinc 
the Independence of the republic; and we harealio i tad!

States. A debt to the former can never cause serious comnli- 
catlona: hot an acknowledged debt to the government of tie 
cation, It can easily result in an intcrnai.tmal conflict, in 
which Mexico, without any donht, would be Jnjnredtbe 
most.

Resolved, That this association cordially approves the 
proposed adaptation of American coinage to the metric sys- 
tem by making ihe value of the dollarprecise'ythatof one 
and a half grammes of fine gold, seeing in this a new step 
towards the promotion of fraternity among nations by the 
uuiucation or weights, measure? ana coinage, UDI.S iviuch 
ha\e simple relations to the Gramme, and must hare simple 
relations to each other. 


The following resolutions were adopted:— 
Whereas this association has been informed that a sugges- 
tion has been made on the part of some of the lorcign mem- 
bers of the International Statistical Congress, in favor of 
holding one of its meetings in the united btates of America, 
Kesolved, That the members of this association hereby ex- 
press their cordial approval of this suggestion and their 
earnest desire that the International Statistical Congress will 
decute to make the United States its place of meeting at an 
ear'y date. 
Resolved, ThM a copy of these resolutions be forwarded to 
tbe presiding officers oi the United States to the Interna- 
tional statistical Congress at the session soon to be held at 
tie Hague, in the Netncrlanda.

On tbe Gnomon'c Projection of Maps, Mr. FELIX 


Forjcou, formerly of Paris, France, now of Maaison, 
Wisconsin, said that the svstem of projection is gno- 
momc, which is tbe development or a country overa 
plane tangent to tbe terrestrial spheroid, on the cen- 
tre of the said country. The superiority of this sys- 
tem is that it represents every grand circle of tbe 
eartn by a straight line instead of a carve, as In the 
other systems. Its practical value is to guide more 
surely mining operations and geographical studies, 
ag it is now ascertained that mauy grand circles of 
tlie earth constitute the lines of dislocation of the 
earth's crust ana the belt of mineral wealth of simi- 
larorigin. Sncn. a relation is fully displayed, both 
In Europe and America, by recent discoveries of 
mines and mineral springs and by the close stnuy of 
the mam features of the two continents. 


Dr. VAN DEB WEYDE believed that electricity is 
not a Eelf-eiistent fluid, but a mode or motion or 


o! the Isthmus of Dariea, as Beating on t&e 
Former Connection Between the Two Oceans," by 
Professor A. K. Verriu; "on the Systematic Uelatlong 
of the Lamarckiau Pleroceray by Professor Theo. 
Gill;" On Certain Peculiarities In tbe Distribution of 
Marine Life in the Sea Bottom oi tbe Bay of Kundy," 
uy Profes«or Verrill; "On Some Recent Geological 
Cnanges in Northeastern Wisconsin," communicated 
by G. it.

Professor c. F. HABIT tlso read a paper on the 
drift, of Brazil in which he said that although Pro- 
fessor Agassiz Immediately on lauding at Rio an- 
nounced that the loose material covering tbe sur- 
face ot tlie country was glacial drift, he was not 
satisfied for some time as to tbe correctness of Pro- 
fessor Agassiz's conclusion. He therefore began his 
drilt studies tn Brazil with a strong prejudice 
against tue possibility of the former existence of 
glaciers within tue tropics. Subsequent studies of 
the numerous cnttintrs on the railways however, 
not only in Rio but farther north, satisfied him that 
tae above loose materials were glacial drift. 


Professor AGASSIZ remarked that Prolessor Harit 


Sad worked independently of his influence with ref- 
erence to the subject.

Heat Is produced 
by the consumption of coal and electricity also 
by tue consumption of zinc. Itwas once thought 
necessary to use the term caloric when heat was

ing really. But tbe principal proof which the Pro- 
fessor adduces is by showing that while rarmed air 
Is a very good conductor of electricity, a perfect 
vacuum is no condncter at aU. • This is proved by 
extracting the air from a glass tube, throrurii which 
a disconnected wire is passea. In the rarefied air 
the electric spark jumps across when the ends of the 
wire are t« enty inches apart, while in t be vaccauin 
the spare does not pass a distance of the eighth or 
an inch, and from this experiment the Professor de- 
duces the fact that matter is necessary for the exist- 
ence and conduction of electricity just as air is ne- 
cessary for the existence and conduction of sound. 


Professor ELLIOTTS pap er on the "Laws of Trade" 
e iclted a szoott deal of attention, and the subject of 
it was to examine the m athematical methods of in- 
vestigation of tlie laws of trade, the laws of quality 
being as applicable to ques ttons of urodaction, con- 
sumption and trade as to any other class oi quan- 
tity. In discussing this subject there is to be con- 
sidered the producer, consumer and one or more in- 
termediate agents, and the practical question in re- 
gard to each one of these is what rate of profit on 
the commodity which passes through his hands will 
yield tbe largest revenue. It is clear that the charge 
may either be 80 high as to prevent the transference 
01 commodities, or so low as to yield no profit and 
that some rate Intermediate between the highest and 
the lowest will yield a maximum of revenue. The

Professor PEIBOE closed the proceedings with a 
paper upon quintuple algebra, wmcn was tbe utmost 
reach of mathematical science, unintelligible even 
to mathematicians. 


In section B, geology and natural history, the fol- 


lowing papers were read:— 'The Geology of North 
Carolina." by Prolessor W. C. Kerr, was the subject 
or su interesting paper descriptive of tae peculiari- 
ties of that locality. 


Professor TVU.UAM PEESOOTT read a paper on a 


new species of chlton,_and Professor C. F. HABIT, 
on benair of Professor W. P. Blake, one on "Fossils 
from Table Mountain, California." The fossils no- 
ticed consisted of a tooth of a rhinoceros, apparently 
Identical with the rhinoceros nesberius, and a meta- 
tarsal bone of a very large animal allied to the elk 
These fossfls, which bave been determined by Pro- 
fessor Marsh, were taten ont of the Maine Boys tnn- 
nel by Jttr. D. J?. .Hughes, at a distance of about 1,800 
feet from cbe month of the tunnel and 300 feet below 
the surface. They were entombed in the auriferous 
gravel of that ancient deposit, and tne bone had evi- 
dently bean broken and gnawed npon *by carnivor- 
ous animals before it was washed into the deposit. 


A paper was read on the "Laws of Mountain For- 
mations," by Mr. J. S. GKIMBS, m which he ad- 
vanced the theory that tbe ocean bad once sub- 
merced tbe globe, and that the continents, with 
thelriirefient outlines, had risen from the bottom 
more than three miles and come within a few hun- 
dred feet of the surface. Tbe waves beating npoa 
the elevated borders had abraded theiflr ana th& 
sediment belna deposited on a continent near the 
border, had produced depressions, and jnese, by re- 
action, produced elevations. 


Professor Acusgiz, evidently getting impatient at 


the reading of the paper, and disagreeing with the 
ideas or its author, said that Mr. Grimes was wasting 
the time of the association, and that it was their, 
wish the reading of the paper be discontinued. Pro- 
fessor Agassis said this was a meeting for tae aa-

Tne Eliza was making 
tapio.strides, bnt the possibility of her, or, indeed, of 
any of the others, coming up with the Addio Tavlor 
and Mary Jane was very little. Close on tne stern of 
the Eliza the Barbe Bieue appeared to make good 
way, hotly pursued by No Name, the Newbolu being 
last. The race was exceedingly close and quite In- 
terestine. Oie contestants ronnded the Bed Bank 
stakeboat In very close proximity, there being no 
difference in the order of the positions, with the ex- 
ception that the Abbie, a fast little yacht, having car- 
ried away her throat halliards, dropped out ot the 
race.

Having 
rounded the stakeboat off Brown's dock the yachts 
made for the home stakeboat with a free wind. The 
Addle Taylor widened ihe gap between herself and 
the Mary Jane, and passed the Judges' boat the 
winner of the first prise amid great cheering.

Mr. Savage began by referring to tbe condition of tbe 
Temaa organization both in tbe United States and in Ireland 
when be consented to assume the important duties of Head 
Centre. His labors had been ol an arduous kind as he had 
to restore confidence and order to an organization which had 
been partially demoralized by recent disasters. Irishmen had 
not lost laiUi nor resolution In tbe cause, but wanted confi- 
dence in the power of the Fenian organization to effect 
the porpose it bad set before it. He liad tried by bard 
and 
honest 
endeavor to 
restore 
confidence 
and 
to place the brotherhood on s. firm basis without making any 
extravagant promises as to what he would accomplish. Tho 
JPenlan Brotherhood m Ireland he bad foond In a etui more 
disorganized state than that in tbe United States. Accord- 
ingly he went to Europe, and by a meeting in Paris with the 
representatives of the Irish organization happily succeeded ia 
restoring harmony between them and direct relations be- 
tween the Brotherhood in Ireland and that In the United 
State?. Tbe report then went on to give an account of the 
Sresent numerical and financial condition of tbe organiza 
on and of Its general plans for toe future, tbe moEt impor- 
tant point being tbe necessity of keeping wp continual and 
complete accord between the .Brotherhood hi Ireland and the 
organization in tbe United Stales. 


In a few days sncn portions of Mr. Savage's mes- 
sage as the Convention deems proper to make public 
will be published. After the reading of the report 
the regular reports of committees were read, and 
the Convention adjourned to meet at. two o'clocfc. 
In the afternoon session the prosv for California, 
who was loudly cheered, announced the reception 
of $1,000 in gold from the Fenians of California. The 
report of Mr. Joseph Paul, late actine executive in 
the absence of Mr. Savage, was read and approved. 
Long, and it is said stormy, discussion of other 
topics then followed. Professor J. Dowling and Jer- 
emiah O'Farrell, purporting to represent the home 
organization, had demanded admission to the Con- 
vention, and tue question of their admission was 
referred to a committee. Captain James ilurphy, 
who also represents himself as accredited from the 
people of Ireland and Scotland, also demanded ad- 
mission, bnt was refused. 
Comparatively little 
business was accomplished during the day, many of 
the delegates Irom the District of Manhattan Bavmg 
expressed then- dissatisfaction with many matters 
connected with the organization. It is said that 
after tne close of this Congress a meeting of the Cen- 
tres of all the circles of the District of Manhattan 
will be called, to Rive their views on inroortant nnes- 
tions connected with the present and future of the 
Fenian Brotherhood.

HOUR WITH SPIRITS. 


Merry AnArew and Manaaring 3tay Talco n. 


Seance—Almost a Qnarrel—WUnut Maty be 
Done in trie Dark. 
"To-nigtit Hough and Braisted, the raging sensa- 


tlomsts in Spiritualistic circles, are going to perform 
wonderful things in room No. 18 Cooper Institute." 
So ran the paragraph; but the venerable proprietor 
of the Cooper Institute objecting on the ground that 
it might injure the reputation of the institution, the 
faithful were compelled to turn pilgrims lor the 
nonca and se^k a local habitation. The seance was 
accordingly given at No. 61 Bleecker street, about 
thirty persons attending. Visible means of support 
being one of the conditions of being permitted to 
range at large, confiscating supewous Stamps, the 
Siamese Twins ol the occasion fixed npon a fifty 
cent stamp as the admission fee, wittt the result of 
omasslnz perhaps ten dollars—about oue-thlra being 
deadheads, one of the operators is a pale young 
man, with all the look of a poet, ant! sort of sorrow- 
ful Inspiration in his eye, which is supposed to be 
very romantic; the other and younger being a lithe 
and rather humorous stripling; of twenty, with the 
face of a practical joker. The spirits who (or 
which) officiated were named Andrew and May le- 
spectively, and were very violent in their proceed- 
ings. The door ot the parlor having been shut and 
bolted, to the exclusion oi all air and the imminent 
danger of liquidating the whole company, a com- 
mittee of sceptics was appointed and the seance 
was begun. The lights were first eitinguished, the 
managers remarking that the least llghf was apt to 
break the conditions—in a word, that Andrew ana 
May were contrary and could not be induced to be 
visible in their operations. All details liavin? been 
attended to the room was put in a condition of Cim- 
merian darkness and the rattling of ropes began. Five 
minutes elapsed, during which there was a rattling 
oftropes and occasional thrumming of a guitar; the 
light was relighted, with the result of disclosing tbe 
young man securely tied, hand and Toot. Thereat 
Andrew and May set up a din or spiritual laughter, 
and asked, triumphantly, if the sceptical were con- 
vinced. AH examination of the ropes was had and 
the gas was again turned off. Then ensued a clang- 
ing of iron and a terrible dm for spirits to make, 
considering that disorderly conduct is an offence 
known to the law, and again the invisibilities re- 
quested the favor of alight, which was granted. 
The iron ring was now .found orrtue arm of tne elder 
medium, he being tied still and there oemg no evi- 
dence of their having being untied aa interim. 
Hereupon the spirits were very pressing in their de- 
mand that the sceptical should believe; but, as the 
sceptical declined to believe, the operation Had to 
be repeated, and the young men were untied and 
tied over again by the very obliging ana accommo- 
dating spirits. 


The lights Having been extinguished, there was 
again a rattling of ropes, during which one of the 
sceptical had the temerity to bring a dark lantern 
to bear upon the operators. The spirits were at 
once indignant, and ejaculated, "Put him ont I Pnt 
him ont l" with just as good lungs as anybody. The 
sceptical refusing to obey, the spirits gave notice 
that in their opinion he was no gentleman, mdulg- 
inc in sundry otuer rather uncomplimentary epi- 
thets, and ordering him peremptorily to leave the 
nonse. The sceptic refusing, the spirits very boldly 
threatened to put him out; but thinking batter of it, 
sent for a policeman, who, unhappily, could not be 
found. Nothing daunted, the spirits now appealed 
to the audience, and being by the audience sustained 
the sceptical gentleman, with an associate in th* 
dark lantern business, was compelled to decamp, 
though under formal protest, tne mediums very 
naively remarking, in explanation, that though there 
was no humbug aoout the matter, darkness was one 
of the conditions under which the spirits acted. 
Spirits cannot, In a word, be expected to perform 
miracles by daylight or even under the glimmer of 
a dare lantern.
